If a normal supply cannot he obtained 
from the substance s«lect mI hy law from 
which primary money Is to be coined, 
there will liea scarcity ol that necessity 
to civilixitiou, theg-eatest of all necessi- 
ties— money. In selecting precious 
metals, by law, dom which money is to 
lis make, the selection is nui Ie lroni a 
limited product To give you an idea 
how limited it is I will say statistical re- 
ports show that tlo re is about H ( U*>,(MK>,- 
000 of gold in the world available for use 
as money, aud $4,00'J,liOO,iKH) of silver in 
the world available or use as money. 
That is after aires of delving in the earth 
lor tin 8e precious metals, this is the 
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world available for use as money — will 
go iu the Bpace of twenty-two feet each 
way. All of the silver iu the world 
available for use as uioney will go in the 
space of sixty-six feet each way. l'oliti- 
cians may roll figures oil' their tongues 
as liberally as they wish, but after all is 
said this is the result. A cube of sixty- 
tix feet in silver is in the world availa- 
ble for use as uioney. 

If wesel ct gold alone as money, the 
next thing to consul. r is the demand 
for money. We have seen what the 
supply is, and the next question is the 
demand. The notes, bonds and uioit- 
gages payable in gold, issued by the 
city of Chicago, its inhabitants, cor- 
porations, including railways terminat- 
ing tin ire in the aggregate aniouut to 
as much as all the gold iu the world 
available for use as mouey, 

The railway bonds, payable iu gold, 
of the l ulled Mates amount to 5,000,- 

000,000. This is , »»• more 

than all the gold iu the world available 
for use as uioney, aud the railway in- 
debtuets is but a drop iu the bucket 
of the gold iudebtediieas of the world. 
A healthy reaerve maintained by all of 
the gold governments of the world U> 
lloat their representative money will 
riquire more gold than there is iu the 
worl.l ; and to the extent that they are 
unable to maintain such a reserve they 
must curtail their quantity of repre- 
sentative mouey aud hold the total vol- 
ume of mouey below the normal quant- 
ity necessary for civilu ition. All 
banking systems in the world li laling 
representative mouey must likewise 
uiafutaiu a gold reserve to float llnir 
outstanding paper aud tokeu money. 
This only contemplates mouey reserves, 
and we sec that it leaves noue for cir- 
culation among the people. Nu sub- 
stance should bu selected ss the sole 
material of our primary uioney that 
does nut contemplate its being in the 
poeseasiou of the people sud circulating 
among them. 

No material should be selected as t 
primary mouey of the people that is 
limited in quantity as to be oapab 
of being cornered by those who make 
it a business of selecting mouey as the 
property iu which they deal. To do so 
plate* civilisation at the mercy of tiie 
money Jsilsri.
